same, THAT the said recited Act, and all and every the enact- Pr 0 V J 0 ' u9 f 
mentis, clauses and provisions therein contained (save so far as the °f 6 7 e W,4j 
same may be repealed or altered by this Act), shall extend to all tended to all 
Associations or Societies already formed or incorporated, or which h^lwland.

Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, for the purpose oflending, 
either directly or through local or county trustees, treasurers, 
managers, committees or otherwise, money or goods to the poor or

managers, committee, treasurer or any officer or officers thereof, 
or for any person or persons in the name or on behalf of such Asso- 
ciation or Society or otherwise, to sue for, receive or recover any 
money or goods which may have been theretofore lent or advanced 10 
out of the funds or property of such Association or Society. 

And be it Enacted, That every Society which shall hereafter be 
formed for the purposes aforesaid shall, with all convenient speed 
after the formation thereof, cause its Rules to be certified and en- 
rolled pursuant to the provisions of the said recited Act; and until its 15 
Rules shall have been certified for the purpose of being so enrolled, 
it shall not be lawful for such Society, or for the trustees, managers, 
committee, treasurer, or any officer or officers thereof, or for any 
person or persons in the name or on the behalf of such Society or 
otherwise, to sue for, receive or recover any money or goods which 20 
may have been theretofore lent or advanced out of the funds or pro- 
perty of such Society : Provided always, That the Rules of every 
Society formed or to be formed for the purposes aforesaid, shall be 
binding and in force immediately after they shall have been certi- 
fied by the Barrister appointed under the said recited Act to certify 2<j 
Rules of Loan Societies ; and it shall be lawful for every such Society 
to proceed to act in execution of the purposes for which it shall have

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That the said Loan Fund 
Board shall, on or before the First day of April i n every year, cause 
a Report of their proceedings during the year ending the Thirty-first 
day of December preceding, to be prepared, which Report shall 
contain an account of all monies and funds which shall have come 15 
to the hands or been placed to the credit of the said Board, either 
from public or private sources, during the year to which such Report 
shall relate, and shall specify the particular sources of revenue from 
which such monies and funds shall have arisen, and shall set forth 
in what manner the same shall have been applied and disposed of ; 20 
and an account of all and every the monies expended or lent by the 
said Board during the said year, and for what purposes and upon 
what account respectively, and the general balance then standing to 
the credit of the said Board, and the amount of loans outstanding, 
and all such other particulars as may tend to show the efficiency or 2 5 
inefficiency of the said Board for the purposes for which it has been 
established, and to what extent those purposes have been fulfilled; 
and the said Board shall cause such Annual Report, signed by at 
least Three Members, and countersigned by the Secretary, to be 
laid before Parliament with all convenient speed after the same shall 30 
have been prepared. 

And be it Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for the Trus- 
tees of any charitable fund, donation or bequest, or for any Friendly 
Society, to lend their respective funds or any part thereof at interest 
to any Loan Society, the Rules whereof shall have been duly certified 3- 
and enrolled as aforesaid, provided that the Treasurer and at least 
Three other of the Trustees, Managers or Directors of such Loan 
Society shall jointly and severally guarantee and become personally 
and individually responsible for the repayment of such trust-funds 
as aforesaid, pursuant, 'to the terms of the Debenture by which the 40 
repayment thereof shall be secured, and provided that the interest to 
be received from such Loan Society in respect of any funds which 
shall be so vested in their hands shall be subject to the same trusts 
v as 
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as the interest or other produce of the same funds were subject to 
previous to such investment. 

And be it Enacted, That for every sum borrowed by a Loan 
Society, a Debenture shall beissued, specifying the amount, the rate 
5 of interest, and time stipulated for the repayment of the money so 
intended to be borrowed, according to the terms proposed in that 
behalf by the Society intending to borrow the same, which Debenture 
shall be obtained exclusively from the Loan Fund Board upon the 
application of the Society requiring such Loau, specifying the 
io amount and terms of the proposed Loan, and it shall be competent 
to the said Loan Fund Board to grant or refuse any such application 
at their discretion. 

And be it Enacted, That every Debenture which shall be so issued 
shall be registered in the books of the said Loan Fund Board, and 
15 also in the books of the particular Loan Society, responsible for the 
repayment. 

And be it Enacted, That all Debentures, Notes, and securities what- 
ever, upon which any Loan Society shall have heretofore borrowed 
any money, shall within Four calendar Months fro mil e passing of 
20 this Act , be called in by notice to the holders thereof to be given by 
the Society who may have issued the same, and shall be exchanged 
for Debentures, to be issued pursuant to the provisions of this Act, of 
equal amount, and bearing the same rate of interest., and payable at 
the same periods respectively as the securities in lieu of which the same 
25 shall be issued ; and such exchange shall be made free of all charge 
whatsoever to the holders of the securities which shall be so called in. 

AND whereas by the said recited Act of the sixth and seventh 
years of the reign of his late Majesty it is enacted, that any person

provided also, That the net gains and profits which shall arise from 
loans secured by pledges as aforesaid, shall be applied and disposed 
of for charitable purposes, in like manner and subject in all respects 
to the same provisions as are contained in the said recited Acts and 
25 in this Act, relative to the net gains and profits arising from other 
charitable loans therein and herein mentioned. 

AND whereas by the said recited Act it is enacted, that it should 
and might be. lawful to and for the Trustees and Managers of any
